For instance, instead of stating a

much alarm ed.” 
The hurried man

business, 
however, snatches a brief glimpse of 
the m orning paper, probably pre­ 
fers the anarchistic and moral per­ 
verting statem ent of the professional 
w riter of headlines. 
He gets the 
idea and gets it with less mental 
effort. 
As a m atter of fact, the headline 
writer, if he is acquainted w-ith his 
business, should be, instead of a per­ 
verter of English, an exainplar of 
the art of stating a fact concisely 
and in short, easily comprehended 
words.
